WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—A cablegram 


received at the state department today 
groin Minister Bowen at Caracas states 
that the Venezuelan government has re- 
quested him to propose to Great Britain 
and Germany that the dillicultics arising 
out of the claims for alleged damages and 
injuries to British and German subpects 
during the civil war be submitted to ar- 
bitration. 


In conformity with the understanding 


already reached with the reports of the 
British and German governments here., 
this proposition from President Castro 
will be duly laid before those govern- 
ments, the state department acting mere- 
ly us a channel of communication. 
Not 


much hope is entertained of the favor- 
able reception of the proposition, as it is 
felt tlmt the diflieulty h»s progressed 
too far for a settlement by the peaceful 
methods of arbitration. 


The-reprisals made by the Venezuelans 


for the destruction of their navy in the 
seizure of British ships and the "arrest of 
British and German subjects practically 
have developed the relations between the 
counties into those'of veal war, although 
technically the principals prefer to desig- 
nate it as something less. In doing so 
Great Britain and Germany are simply 
following the course taken during the 
war with China, when, notwithstanding 
the'fact that the. allied fleet battered 
down Taku and captured and distributed 
a' number of Chinese naval vessels, no 
declaration of war was forthcoming.

j'clock last night. Death was due to 
heart failure. 


Mrs. Grant had suffered for some years 
rom valvular disease of the heart, which 
vas aggravated by 'a severe attack of 
ironchitis. Her age prevented her rally- 
ng from the attacks. 


Her daughter, Nellie Grant Sartoris, 
ras the only one of her children with her 
it the time of her death, her three sons, 
who had been summoned here, all being 
out of the city. 


Mrs. Grant was born on the White 


iavcn farm, near St. Louis, Jan. 26,' 
1826..: Her father was Frederick Dent, 
a planter, whose social ambitions caused 


.to object to his daughter's proposed 


marriage 
to young Lieut. Grant, who 


was •stationed at Jefferson barracks, St. 
Louis, at the time of his courtship. Af- 
ter ^parental objection had been overcome. 
aivd the couple had been married, there 
were many years of struggles against 
poverty. For a long time the Grants, 
with four children to support, existed ou 
$600 a year at Galena, 111. 


When she was 35 years old and the 


civil war began her troubles of this char- 
acter came to an end. Then began the 
steady rise of her Imsband iu military 
rank, and the series of victories that 
caused him to be regarded as the great- 
est general of his time. During these 
years of war.she was witK,him,.:at. tha 
front as often as possible. 


After the war, when General Grant 


settled at Washington, Mrs. Grant was 


for the first time in many years-to. 


be with her husband and all her children 
at once. There were three years of com- 
parative rest and pleasure that they en- 
joyed before the call to a still higher 
position came. 


it was with some reluctance that Mrs. 


Grant entered the White House, for her 
own home was very pleasant to her. Not 
until the fall of tlic year after her hus-. 
band's inauguration, did she take up the 
round of social duties, but then.she.at- 
taiueel great social successes.

•Mrs. Grant went with her husband on' 


h'is'voyage around tiie world, begun soon 
after the close of his administration:: She 
remarked that having learned;a lesson 
from'her predecessor, Penelope, she-ac- 
companied her Ulysses in his;wanderings 
around the world. In many lands Mrs. 
ufahfr-was given attentions such as rare- 
ly fall to the lot of the wives of great 
men An exceptional honor was a din- 
ner given her by the wife of the viceroy, 
of China. This was regarded as a most 
radical innovation, considering, the Chi- 
nese customs of the time,-and Mrs. Grant 
has been credited with having accom- 
ilished much to break down Chinese ex- 
lusivcness.

The value put on skimmilk by farmers 


differs very much. At some creameries 
to avoid trouble a slight charge is made 
,for the skimmllk and a corresponding- 
ly higher price.is paid for t.he butter. 
The usual charge for sklmmilk is 
from 6 to 10 cents per 100 pounds. In 
many cases I noticed farmers' take 
•back only a fraction of their share of 
the sklmmilk, while a few .enterpris- 
ing ones would buy all the surplus and 
.think they had quite a bargain. Why 
-this difference of opinion among feed- 
ers? asks L. W. Lighty in National 
Stockman. Why is it that some men 
having calves and pigs to feed cannot 
pay G to 10 cents per 100 pounds for 
stdmmilk when such eminent and suc- 
cessful feeders and experimenters as 
tMr. Curler 'of Illinois or Professor 
'Henry of Wisconsin place the value 
.per 100 pounds at half as much as a 
.bushel of corn sells for if fed in a 
•proper condition and in the right com- 
bination.of hogs? At some creameries 
the skimmilk is rnn into a slop tank 
that "smells unto heaven" and that 
ruins the milk for feeding purposes. 
Jn many cases the farmer has a swill 
ibarrel into which he empties his skim- 
milk and there "it degenerates very 
rapidly. It is never better and its feed- 
ing value is never greater than im- 
mediately after it leaves the separator 
in a sweet and clean condition.

The average.amount of milk per cow 


for the twelve months was 4.350 pounds, 
containing fat enough to make 252.3 
pounds o£ butter. 
There were nine 


cows In the herd .which yielded over 
5,000 pounds of milk and ten cows giv- 
ing fat enough to make over 300 pounds 
of butter. 
In the herd, as a -whole, 


there were seventeen cows and heifers 
whose milk records fell below 4,000 
pounds, but only three animals out of 
the forty-two fell below. 200 pounds of 
butter. 
The nine heifers - with first 


calf averaged 3,891 pounds of milk 
and 252 pounds of butter, which causes 
Mr. Roberts to say, "Note the records 
of heifers, and you will see in sight a 
record breaking herd." 


Taken all in all, we consider the fore- 


going a very good showing indeed. It 
is much better than many old time 
dairymen can show, but the most en- 
couraging feature is the enthusiasm 
of the owner of these cows and his 
willingness to see presort defects and 
his courage to overcome them. 
"We 


bav= learned," he says, "that we have 
some very good and some very poor 
cows and which they .are."
